are companions of death-dealing in- 
sects.” 
In the field of agriculture, the result* 
have been far from disappointing. Re­ 
markable results have been obtained 
by some of Its application, while in 
others the results were either negative, 
lhcomplete or Its use not recommended 
due to effect on birds and other Insects. 
Will Prove Boon to 
Hard-Worked Farmer 
While agricultural use of DDT must 
still be considered in Its experimental 
state, reliable aud complete tests et 
various state experiment stations have 
proved that It la the best Insecticide 
now on the market for the control of 
the apples most destructive pest, the 
codling moth. 
It will kill Japanese beetle adults, 
while current remedies are based en­ 
tirely upon their repelling value. 
The grape leafhopper and other leaf­ 
hoppers are highly susceptible to DDT 
and excellent results have been ob­ 
tained with it against Oriental fruit 
moth. 
It also has proved effective 
against apple red bug, pear thrips, 
grape berry moth, fruit tree leafroller, 
apple maggot, cherry maggot and many 
others. 
In California, It was proved that DDT 
was effective against codling moths In 
walnut and other orchards. At Missouri 
It was found that a three per cent dust 
was effective in controlling blister 
beetle, squash bug, white fly, thrips, 
sowbugs, corn earworm, Colorado po­ 
tato beetle, spotted and striped cu­ 
cumber beetles, northern corn root- 
worm, pavement ant, lace-bugs, leaf­ 
hoppers on grape, flea beetles on egg­ 
plant, and a ten per cent dust for 
roaches, fleas and squash bugs. 
The IT. S. Department of Agriculture 
reported that “DDT Insecticides were 
found experimentally to be definitely 
more affective than those currently 
used for control of some 89 pests that 


have worked loose from the wall, af- 
ford excellent breeding places for bed­ 
bugs, cockroaches and brown dog ticks, 
DDT Is sure death to these pests. 
A 
hand sprayer, held close to the open­ 
ing. will send the Insecticide, a five 
per cent solution In kerosene, down 
where the insects are concealed, or a 
large duster, of in p*,r cent polder 
may be used.

NEW Y O R K .-T he eon orvative de­ 
feat In England is not so striking a 
blow as some portray it. Unquestionably, 
there will be a trend toward socializa­ 
tion but I think that this will be con­ 
fined. at least for the next few years, 
to the natural monopolies—power, light, 
heat, 
transportation, 
com munication 
(already in thp state’s hands except for 
cables) and. of course, mining, steel, and 
the Bank of England. But much of this 
has been on their program for the last 
25 years 
In fact, even the Lloyd George gov­ 
ernment gave support to the basic plan. 


There will he a trend on the part 
of the radical movement in this 
country to affiliate itself with the 
British program. A n! I V Ink there 
will be efforts to gain a wider and 
deeper association politicallv with 
Rritain and Russia. But I do not 
discern any trend toward rom miin- 
bm. 


Whatever Britain does will be done 
not by dictatorship, but under the rule 
of a true democracy. That characteristic 
save? It from becomtnn a repetition of 
Stalinism . After all. wily two com mun­ 
is:.? were elected out of 27 who ran. 
That's not dangerous, even though the 
propagandists can—and do—claim IOO 
per cent increase! (The Commies had 
one member in the last House ) 


No New Foreign Policy. 


I should doubt that there will be any 
decisive 
changes 
in 
foreign 
policy. 
Britain has consistently adhered to a 
pretty well formulated foreign policy 
for almost 300 years. 
However, It Is 
reasonable to expect a greater sym pa­ 
thy on tile part of the British foreign 
office for the movement left of center 
than with the kings and Tories the ex­ 
piring government supported. 
An ap­ 
proach to self-governm ent in India is 
to be expected. 
I think 
foreign 
trade will 
become 
more international minded and more 
collective I think it will move toward 
further 
cartelization 
Tile 
question 
about British commerce growing will be 
dependent upon their range of wage.

Probably it will take

To hold the British position in world 
markets will require subsidies In other 
words, 
Britain 
will 
embark 
upon 
a 
species of protection 


Long Labor Rule 


Attlee is a good man. overshadowed 
by his association with Churchill. 
My 
guess is that labor Is in for a long run 
and. if there is any change it will be 
to displace Attlee for one of its own. 
such as Bevin or Morrison. As its nam e 
implies, this Is a labor victory, built in 
a democratic framework. 


Unquestionably, the fact that la­ 
bor received a dear majority of all 
the votes, will tend to unify the 
country. 
I believe there Is nothing 
to fear from England. In fact, we 
may be able to learn from this great 
experiment. My hope Is that there 
will not be too great a lim itation 
set upon free enterprise. 


We should remember that Ramsay 
M acDonald's labor government swung 
steadily to the right. In fact, it is 
axiom atic that the Ins grow conserva­ 
tive and the outs more radical. 
That is happening in America right 
now. It wouldn’t be surprising if the 
Republicans were gradually to move to 
the left., as against the conservatism of 
the southern democracy’. 


Universal W ar-W eariness 


In my reading, it is alm ost a settled 
law of history th at every country en­ 
gaged in a war repudiates the leader­ 
ship that brought its people into the 
war 
We saw that exemplified after 
World War I. All the victors were re­ 
pudiated —W ilson 
in 
America. 
Lloyd 
George in Britain. Orlando in Italy. 
Clemeneeau in Prance. And the losers, 
too: the H obenzotterens, the Hapsburgs 
and the Romanoffs. 
Apparently a 
great 
wave of war- 
weari ti es* overwhelm* rh peoples, and 
they throw out anyone rem otely con­ 
nected wit!) the war. 
If til,at he true, 
it disposes of any question of m ilitary 
candidates. 
But there is small likeli­ 
hood of th at; America lias chosen a 
great m ilitary figure really only once. 
That was B rant—arid his presidency 
was a stench. 


Attice'* cabinet is a strong one and 
certainly as good as Churchill had. 


There is an additional point, in con­ 
nection 
with

English result, on 
which I should like to expatiate for 
just a m om ent: 


We Won’t Copy England 
There is an insistent belief that the 
English elections are definitely an in­ 
dication of how ours is going. While 
unquestionably, the result shows a ten­ 
dency, in reality there is nothing to 
warrant the belief that it is any more 
than such a tendency. 


In 1908 to 1911, Lloyd George was be­ 
ginning his successful campaign for vast 


social reforms in Britain. We remained 


conservative, electing Taft in 1908, and 
would have elected a Republican in 1912 


had It not been for the Bull Moose spilt. 


England went liberal during the war, 


and thereafter, but we turned solidly 


to tile right immediately after the war, 
while England, in the early ^Qs elected 
a labor governm ent. In 1923, when Mac­ 
Donald got a plurality, we put our lead­ 
ership 4n the hands of Calvin Coolidge.

tioned overseas can

For your local service centers,

cakes, but you will have to reserve 
cakes th at will pack well and travel 
easily for “ over there.’’ 
It has been 
found that cakes with fruits and 
nuts stay fresh longer than plainer 
ones. 
Use frosting that doesn’t rub off 
easily or crack if you are sending 
the cake to some cam p in this coun­ 
try. 
For overseas, it’s best to send 
unfrosted cakes. 
The use of cake flour will give a 
cake fine grain, and such a c a k e will 
not crum ble easily during shipment. 
And do park both cakes and cookies 
as tightly and securely as you can 
to assure their arriving in the best 
possible condition,
